The  first  and  second  all-star  foot 
ball  teams  of  the  Northwest  Missouri 
High  School  Association  were  select¬ 
ed  Saturday,  Jan.  11.  Maryville  is 
given  two  places  on  the  first  team. 
Foreman,  left  guard,  and  Pierpoint. 
quarter.  Excelsior  Springs  has 
three  places  on  the  first  and  two  on 
the  second  team.  Herson  of  Excel¬ 
sior  Springs  is  captain.  St.  Joseph 
gets  two  first  team  places  and  one 
second;  Cameron,  two  first  and  two 
second  team  places.  Chillicothe  and 
Lathrop  each  have  one  on  the  sec¬ 
ond. 

It  was  no  easy  task  to  select  the 
twenty-five  best  players  from  a  con¬ 
ference  of  high  schools  from  nine¬ 
teen  counties.  The  committee  ap¬ 
pointed  by  officers  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  for  this  purpose  was  composed 
of  Earl  A.  Davis  of  Missouri  Wes¬ 
leyan  college,  Herman  P.  Swinehart 
of  the  Maryville  Normal,  and  Ed¬ 
ward  W.  Cochrane,  sporting  editor 
of  the  Kansas  City  Journal.  The 
three  committeemen  have  seen  the 
different  teams  play.  The  com¬ 
mittee  weighed  the  material  care¬ 
fully,  pointed  out  the  good  points 
and  defects  in  the  work  of  each  play¬ 
er,  and  placed  them  accordingly.  It 
was  almost  a  toss-up  between  some 
men  on  the  first  and  second  teams, 
but  the  first  team  men  had  some 
good  qualities  that,  the  second  team 
men  lacked.

President  Richardson  suggested  in 
assembly.  Thursday,  Jan.  h.  that  a 
committee  from  the  student  body  be 
appointed  to  confer  with  him  con¬ 
cerning  the  disposition  of  the  10 
o'clock  hour  on  Thursday  and  other 
matters  of  student  welfare. 

The  committee  composed  of  Mar¬ 
tin  Lewis.  Lee  Meek  and  Henry 
Sawyers  from  the  men  and  Lillian 
Carpenter,  Dale  Hulet  and  Mary 
Angell  from  the  women,  in  confer¬ 
ence  witli  President  Richardson. 
Jan.  14.  made  the  following  sug¬ 
gestions: 

That  a  student  council,  composed 
of  all  members  of  the  student  group 
with  members  of  the  administration 
as  advisers  be  formed,  this  council  to 
lie  directed  by  an  executive  board. 
Tiie  details  of  this  were  left  to  be 
worked  out  later. 

'That  the  I  d  o’clock  hour  Thurs¬ 
day  lie  used  in  this  manner;  one 
Thursday  a  month  for  meetings  of 
class  organizations;  a  second  for 
committee  meetings,  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
cabinets,  etc.,  a  third  as  an  assem¬ 
bly  under  direction  of  the  student 
council  and  their  executive  board. 
This  assembly  may  be  in  the  nature 
of  a  yell  meeting,  song  test,  lecture 
or  used  for  other  purposes  to  be  de¬ 
termined  later;  the  other  Thursday 
is  to  be  reserved  lor  the  Christian 
Associations  who  may  hold  their 
business  meetings  then  or  gather¬ 
ings  of  any  kind  they  may  designate. 
This  means  the  associations  must 
necessarily  intensify  the  work  done 
by  them  in  the  past. 

EXTENSION  WORK  IN  ST. 
JOSEPH. 

Mr.  Richardson  spoke  to  the  St. 
Joseph  teachers  and  principals  Sat¬ 
urday,  Jan.  I  I  on  the  subject  of  ex¬ 
tension  work.  Considerable  inter¬ 
est  is  being  shown  in  St.  Joseph  in 
the  advantages  offered  by  the  Nor¬ 
mal  thru  extension  classes,  some  for¬ 
ty  or  fifty  teachers  having  signed 
up  for  the  work. 

Pour  courses  have  been  organized: 
one  in  primary  methods  and  super¬ 
vision  and  one  in  juvenile  literature, 
both  taught  by  Miss  Miller  on  Fri¬ 
day.  Miss  Floyd  is  teaching  two 
Spanish  classes,  one  a  beginning  and 
one  a  second  year  course.  These 
classes  meet  on  Saturday. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  ex¬ 
tension  work  has  been  offered  by 
the  Normal  in  St.  Joseph. 


Mr.  Davis  left  Jan.  16  for  Jeffer¬ 
son  City  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  appointed  by  the  State 
Teacher’s  Association  to  urge  upon 
the  people  the  importance  of  calling 
a  constitutional  convention  to  frame 
a  new  constitution.  The  committee 
is  composed  of:  Walter  Williams, 
dean  of  the  school  of  journalism, 
Missouri  University,  chairman  (now 
in  Europe,  how'ever):  W.  S.  Dear- 
mont;  W,  H.  Black,  (acting  chair¬ 
man):  S.  E.  Davis  and  Wm.  P. 

Evans. 

The  committee  calls  attention  es¬ 
pecially  to  the  need  of  reform  in  the 
taxing  system,  court  procedure,  per¬ 
mission  to  allow  cities  to  manage 
local  affairs  without  interference, 
and  the  establishment  and  mainte¬ 
nance  of  good  roads. 

Prominent  Missourians  like  Gov¬ 
ernor  Gardner,  Champ  (dark,  R.  W. 
Walker,  and  Isador  Loeb  are  sup¬ 
porting  the  movement.  Wallace 
Crossley  pithily  sums  up  the  work 
of  this  committee  of  five  in  “Let  us 
look  at  a  new  suit.” 

Mr.  Davis  also  attended  the  city 
superintendent's  section  of  the  state 
association  which  met  in  Jefferson 
City  at  the  same  time. 


FORMER  NORMAL  TEACHER 
Heads  Colorado  Employment  Bureau 

Miss  Theodosia  Raines,  formerly 
a  teacher  in  the  English  department 
of  the  Normal,  is  now  head  of  the 
women’s  division  of  the  United 
States  employment  bureau  of  Colo¬ 
rado.  After  leaving  the  Normal  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago  on  account  of  her 
health,  she  wont  to  Denver  and 
took  up  independently  the  work  of 
women’s  employment.  Later,  she 
worked  in  connection  with  the  col¬ 
lege  women  of  the  state.  'Pile  work 
has  grown  to  such  proportions  that 
Miss  Raines  lias  been  asked  by  the 
government  to  take  the  work  for  the 
state  at  a  good  salary.  Just  now  the 
work  is  to  carry  thru  a  plan  of  re¬ 
adjustment  of  women  workers  from 
a  war  to  a  peace  basis.
